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But senior-center fundraiser says Will Hall possible 
Report: Even Friends have doubt

[insiains residents - 
including members of the 

Friends of Andover Seniors 
itself — question whether the 
fundraising group can raise 
the money it needs to turn Will 
Hall into the town’s next 
senior center. Few Friends 
board members even say they 
are willing to lead the 
fundraising effort. 

That is some of the informa- 
tion released in a portion of the 
until-now secret report con- 
cerning the viability of the 
Will Hall senior-center project. 

Despite this apparently neg- 
ative news, however, repre- 
sentatives of both the Friends 
and hired fundraiser Butch- 
er, Nolan & Briggs maintain 
that seniors can raise the 4 
million needed for the Will 
Hall project. 

For five weeks, the Friends 
have chosen not to release the 
report to the public, announc- 
ing only that Butcher’s presen- 
tation was a positive one, say- 
ing that the project is feasible. 
However, an executive sum- 


mary of that report, released 
earlier this week, seems to pre- 
sent less-than-positive  statis- 
tics. 

Butcher asked 10 questions 
of 53 individuals the group con- 
sidered influential — including 
town officials, seniors, Friends 
and potential donors. One 
question asked whether the $4 
million goal is reachable. Only 
18 of the total 53 people inter- 


viewed said that the goal is def- 
initely attainable, and only 
four of the 15 Friends 
answered likewise. Butcher 
also asked whether those inter- 
viewed were willing to work 
towards the campaign goal or 
lead in the campaign efforts. 
Six of the Friends - less than 
half the board — said they are 
willing to work, and only one

Drug trafficking arrests on the rise in Andover 


Suburban blight: Heroin sales

t was broad daylight when 
[peectte David Carriere 

and Mike Lane pulled up to 
the Mobil gas station on Route 
133 three weeks ago. By pure 
chance, they glanced over at 
the car parked next to them 
and saw two people sitting in 
the vehicle, shooting heroin. 

Drug trafficking and pos- 
session are on the rise in 
Andover, says Police Detec- 
tive Sgt. Don  Pattullo. 
Lawrence police are cracking 
down on drug abuse in the 
city - and though most resi- 
dents wouldn’t view Andover 
as a hot spot for heroin and 
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cocaine dealers — those indi- 
viduals are filtering into the 


suburbs to escape the eyes of 


the law. 

“The distributors are com- 
ing to Andover to sell their 
drugs,” Pattullo says. “They 
are coming from out of state, 
they are coming in off the 
highway, and they meet up in 
Andover... instead of going to 
the cities.” 

Since 1999, drug arrests in 
Andover for possession with 
intent to distribute the drugs 
have jumped 342 percent, says 
Pattullo. One reason for the 
higher numbers is that police 
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— Det. Don Pattullo 
about drug sales, 
which led to 31 
arrests last year for 
possession with 
intent to distribute.

goal attainability are incredibly 
low. But he argues that those are 
merely “challenges” that seniors 
must overcome during the 
course of the campaign, and the 
critical issues are the ones that 
had positive results.

“T understand the report to 
say that it’s a go at this point in 
time,” says Zollner.

Dickinson denies that the 
seniors have misled the public

‘Not my kid’ 
isn’t always 
the case 


Every town has its problems. Andover 
is no different. Illegal drugs are used here. 
Domestic violence occurs here. People 
commit crimes here. Naturally, ignoring 
problems doesn't make them go away, yet 
there is still a tendency on the part of 
some residents to believe that such prob- 
lems never happen here. 

The Andover CARES program “Not 
My Kid, Not in Andover” is meant to 
tackle that problem, and make parents 
aware that Andover kids are like kids 
everywhere — which unfortunately means 
that many use and some abuse drugs and 
alcohol. 

In 1996 the Townsman did a series look- 
ing at what kids did with their time 
between 2 and 6 p.m. - after school, but 
before their parents came home. One for- 
mer Andover High student talked about 
how he and his friends used to break into 
homes, steal, watch people’s TVs and use 
drugs. He did this while he was in middle 
school. Since that time, many students 
have told the paper that they believe the 
drug and alcohol use at the middle school 
has continued to increase. 

A program like “Not My Kid...” can 
help parents to identify warning signs 
and let them know how to approach their 
child. Unfortunately, drug and alcohol 
abuse is a fact. It’s up to parentst to help 
their children deal with it. Sometimes 
they can do so simply by being there for 
them. 

The Andover CARES group and those 
involved with the program deserve praise 
for not ignoring an issue that will affect 
many homes whether people wish to 
admit it or not.

100 miles of the city; and, believe it or 
not, there’s an Amish farm stand out- 
side my apartment building on Sat- 
urday mornings. The more things 
change, the more they stay the same. 

But just as Andover was a great 
place to grow up as a kid - and Syra- 
cuse University (where the suburban 
neighborhoods just off-campus are 
similar to Andover’s) was a great 
place to, ahem, study — New York is a 
great place to start my adult life.

I feel that the whole pro- 
ject from its inception evolved into 
something much bigger and more com- 
plicated than originally intended (facili- 
ties such as assisted-living, nursing- 
home or single-family dwellings). My 
efforts to preserve a contemplative 
atmosphere for the retreat house have 
somehow taken on another, unintended 
and undesired meaning. 

I hope this clarifies and does not fur- 
ther complicate my position. The agree- 
ments between Mr. Mackey, the Poor 
Clare Nuns and the Franciscan Friars 
have been worked out in a legal and ami- 
cable fashion. No one feels abused. 
Again, it’s the magnitude of the project 
that is the problem for me, not Mr. 
Mackey, not Avalon, and certainly not 
the plan to develop the land for afford- 
able housing.

Schools look for 8.9 percent increase this year 
School department seeks millions more for public education 


By Adam Groff 

Tuesday night the School Committee 
received School Superintendent Clau- 
dia Bach’s preliminary budget for fis- 
cal year 2002. At $42.5 million, the bud- 
get request represents an 8.9% increase 
over the current budget. 

Teaching expenditures, which 
account for more than half the school 
budget, increased almost $1.9 million in 
the proposal. According to the budget 
summary, this is due in part to the ten- 
tative contract agreement recently 
reached with the Andover Teachers 
Association, and the requested addi- 
tion of the equivalent of more than 15 
new instructional and classroom-sup- 
port positions. 

Among the new staffing requests are 
a seventh-grade teacher for Doherty 
Middle School, a sixth-grade teacher 
for West Middle, and additional teach- 
ers in the Andover High science, for- 
eign language, and history depart- 
ments, each at a salary of $38,373. The 
principal position at the new middle 
school, to be filled by Bancroft princi- 
pal Norah McCarthy, was also includ- 
ed. Her salary will be $92,480. 

The highest number of staffing 
requests was in the special education 
department, at 10 new full- or part-time 
positions. 


Then there were three... 


Money set aside to pay instructors 
for MCAS remediation classes totals 
$22,804. 

The total cost of all new staff 
requests will be $790,427. 

The budget for textbooks was 
increased by more than one-third, to 
over $450,000, to continue the schools’ 
efforts to replace outdated textbooks 
and related materials. 

An additional approximately 
$100,000 was allotted for building opera- 
tions to cover the increased costs of gas 
and oil heat and electricity. 

Increased costs for special education 
stood out again in the budget, figuring 
prominently in the additional $224,477 
requested for transportation. Almost 
$239,000 more was requested to pay for 
out-of-district special education pro- 
grams. In the current budget, out-of-dis- 
trict education spending is the only 
area in which expenditures have out- 
stripped what was approved. More 
than $1.6 million was approved for 
such expenses in fiscal year 2001, while 
current projected expenditures exceed 
$2.2 million. 

The budget’s executive summary 
concludes that while this budget will 
allow schools to maintain current pro- 
grams and introduce some that have 
been planned, it “does not enable us to

realize all we have planned, nor enable 
us to proceed at the pace we believe is 
ideal... Our fundamental goal is to 
become an exemplary school system.” 
School Committee member Gerald 
Gustus said that he believes there is an 
“untapped” willingness on the part of 


Andover residents to spend more on 
education. 

The School Committee will partici- 
pate in a budget workshop with the 
administrative staff on Feb. 12, and a 
public meeting on the budget will fol- 
low in March or April.

from all over the place,” says 
Stott.

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Housing shortage — More than 100 people have applied to 
get the Andover Community Trust’s single home. 


She says they expect the three- 
bedroom, one-and-a-half-bath 
house to be ready for its first 
occupants by July. To qualify as 
“affordable,” housing must sell 
or rent to people with low or 
moderate income at a discount to 
the market rate. “Low income” is 
defined by the state Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment as 60 percent or less of the 
median income in an area, and 


“moderate income” is defined as 
between 60 and 80 percent of the 
area median income. 

The median household 
income in Andover for a family 
of four is $60,070, and Stott says 
that for its first house, ACT is tar- 
geting low-income families. The 
classified advertisement ACT 
placed in the Townsman stated 
that for applicants, “total house- 
hold income must be approxi- 
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mately $30,000-$42,000.” She says 
the house will be worth well over 
$200,000, and will probably be 
sold for about $100,000. 

Stott says that there will now 
be a two-stage application-review 
process. For at least the first 
stage, the selection committee 
will be given applications with- 
out names and addresses on 
them, to prevent bias. 

The selection committee is 
made up of two members of the 
ACT board of directors and one 
resident of the Haverhill Street 
neighborhood. Only after the list 
is narrowed down to the finalists 
will the committee meet those 
applicants in person. 

When the house is sold, 
according to Stott, there will be 
restrictions on the deed to ensure 
that the house remains perma- 
nently affordable. ACT will 
retain control of the land, and 
will have to approve certain 
alterations the owner may want 
to make to the house. 

“We've got it structured so 
that the owner is rewarded for 
taking good care of the house, 
and always has an incentive to 
take good care of it,” she says. 

Stott acknowledges that build- 
ing one house for one family after 
nine years is not going to make 
much of a dent in Andover’s 


affordable housing needs, and 
relying on land donations in a 
realestate market as pricey as 
Andover’s is slow going. 

“We're just one model,” she 
said recently, “and it’s one I hope 
we can continue building on, but 
to really address the need were 
going to have to have some more 
high-density developments. I 
guess our philosophy is that the 
city of Lawrence shouldn’t have 
to bear all the burden for afford- 
able housing in the greater 
Lawrence area.” 

ACT has another piece of 
land, on Heather Drive off High- 
land Road, on which they hope to 
build in the future, but Stott says 
they need a zoning variance. 

“We've spoken to the neigh- 
bors in the area,” she says. 
“Some have been supportive, 
some not.” 

She has heard residents’ con- 
cerns about “transients” moving 
in from out of town to occupy 
new affordable housing, but Stott 
says the need is right here in 
Andover.

Offering something borrowed, 
something new to historic town

Anyone who asks resident 
Gopala Dwarakanath about 
the Chinmaya Mission build- 
ing that he hopes to see erected 
on Union Street will hear 
about a beautiful glass and 
brick structure, intended as a 
Hindu worship center and edu- 
cational resource. He says it 
will be a majestic “gateway” to 
visitors coming off Interstate 
495 into Andover. 

The project, still a relatively 
new concept to the town’s Plan- 
ning Board, has not received 
any negative reviews from

will carry several assets to Andover, including 
adding to the town’s culture and diversity. 

Dwarakanath and Town Planning Director 
Steve Colyer also agree that a structure with 
the Indian mission’s design is different than 
every other building in town, at a time when 
some residents are scrambling to preserve 
Andover’s small-town, New England character 
in an age of change and growth. 

“Tt’s unique architecture to this town,” says 
Colyer. “This is not the usual religious (build- 
ing) that you're going to see. You can tell by the 
design that it’s Indian, but it’s not as Indian as 
it could be.” 

If approved, the 23,000 square foot building 
will boast four copper-topped minarets and a 
44-foot-high spire topping the building’s three 
levels. “You'll be able to see the steeple before 
you see the building,” he adds. “This is going to 
be the first significant sight you’re going to see 
in Andover, going south (on Route 28).” 

The majority of people coming to the mis- 
sion will travel from outside communities, 
bringing more people to Andover on the week- 
ends for worship services. The size, the archi- 
tecture, the location — on the outskirts of his- 
toric Shawsheen Square — make the Chinmaya 
Mission building a signal of the changing 
times in Andover, Colyer says. The building 
means Andover will take yet another step 
away from its small-town history and a step 
closer to the growing, changing, diversifying 
communities such as Boston itself. 

“You can never go back into history,” says 
Colyer. “It’s not a town of 15,000 people any- 
more. It’s never going to be a small New Eng- 
land town again.” 

But at the same time, the architects have 
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worked hard to blend the Indian design into 
the surrounding neighborhood, says 
Dwarakanath, a long-time resident of 
Andover, adding that his Hindu group has a 
great respect for the surrounding community, 
its history and traditions. The bricks were spe- 
cially chosen to match the color and style of 
the Shawsheen brick homes of the mill own- 
ers, and the cupola on the steeple was designed 
after the one that rises above Memorial Hall 
Library, he says. 

“The design is partly Indian, partly New 
England,” says Dwarakanath. “We want it to 
be pleasing to anyone who looks at it. But at 
the same time, we wanted to make it some- 
thing special that you can see from the high- 
way.” 

If approved for construction, the facility 
would be open to the community as an educa- 
tional resource, says Dwarakanath. Hindus, as 
well as people of other religions and cultures, 
could participate in classes and worship ser- 
vices. The building will improve Andover’s 
character by adding more culture and diversi- 
ty, and it will “enhance” the other buildings in 
town, Dwarakanath says.

In December of 
1999, Police Chief Brian Pattullo 
decided to organize a substance 
abuse unit, consisting of two 
officers. The formation of the 
unit was a response in part to 
residents who were voicing con- 
cerns about drug use in town. It 
was also formed in anticipation 
of the dealers who were moving 
into Andover, pushed out of 
Lawrence, to sell drugs, says 
Brian Pattullo. 

The two unit detectives work 
undercover, posing as buyers 
and making connections with 
dealers to eventually break 
larger drug rings. Since the 
establishment of the unit, 
arrests involving Class A drugs, 
or heroin, have risen 300 per- 
cent compared to arrests in 1999 
for possession and intent to dis- 
tribute. In addition, 13 people 
were arrested and charged with 
possession and intent to distrib- 
ute a Class B drug, such as 
cocaine — a 550 percent increase 
from 1999, says Don Pattullo.

Besides the fact that 


Andover lies just over the line 
from Lawrence, it is also a con- 
venient meeting location for 
dealers because of its proximity 
to two major interstates, 1-93 
and 1-95, Don Pattullo says. 
While Lawrence police will 
have their eye out for out-of- 
state license plates driving 
around town, an unfamiliar 
plate would most likely pass 
unnoticed in Andover, 
where commuters drive in 
and out every single day, 
he adds. 

“Tf (Lawrence police) 
see a white middle class- 
looking kid coming to the 
inner city in a Car from 
New Hampshire, it sticks 
out like a sore thumb,” 
says Don Pattullo.

“It’s a quality-of-life issue,” 
he says. “(Abusers looking for 
drug money) are going to be 
breaking into our houses and 
stealing.

Residents who notice any- 
thing suspicious should call the 
police, Don Pattullo says. Only 
a few incidents have happened 
in neighborhoods so far, and he 
is hopeful that the substance- 
abuse unit will continue to keep 
those numbers down. 

“We want to keep Andover 
that nice little town everyone 
thinks it is,” he says. “If we 
don’t pay attention to it, it could 
get worse.” 

Awareness among residents 
is a key to helping police con- 
trol the problem, agrees Brian 
Pattullo. But the popularity of 
drugs like heroin is spreading 
so quickly that he thinks it will 
be a while before the problem is 
anywhere near solved. “I think 
we're just at the tip of the ice- 
berg,” he says. 


On Monday, Feb. 12, 
Andover Livery Cab will come 
before the Board of Selectmen 
for the second time in two 
months to answer charges of 
license violations.

Now that you know what 
you can afford, combine the 
total with that of your 
future spouse and figure out 
how much you can afford 
for your apartment togeth- 
er. You should spend no 
more than 25 percent of 
your monthly gross income 
on rent. If you each eam 
$30,000 a year, or $2,500 per 
month, then you each 
should not spend more than 
$625 per month —- a com- 
bined total of $1,250 — for 
rent. 

When choosing a place to 
live, consider how close it is 
to where you work, whether 
the neighborhood is safe 
and how close it is to good 
schools, stores, banks, post 
offices and public trans- 
portation.

Overcoming the engage-

(NAPS) — Nearly half of all 
wedding proposals occur 
between November and Febru- 
ary, yet most men are over- 
whelmed by the notion of buy- 
ing an engagement ring no mat- 
ter when they choose to pop the 
question.

less and full of sparkle. 
- Quality vs. size: Current 
diamond-purchasing trends 


indicate Americans want a 
higher-quality diamond than 
they have in the past. Also, dif- 
ferent shape diamonds (emer- 
ald, princess, marquis, round) 
can have the illusion of taking 
on different sizes, because with 
different cuts the weight is pro- 
portioned differently. Finally, a 
sparkly diamond can appear 
larger and make up for a small- 
er carat size. Don’t get caught 
up in the pressure of “keeping 
up with the Joneses.” Tradition 
and simplicity make for an 
excellent starting point. 

- Certify and verify: Ensure 
that you are getting what you 
pay for by checking the GIA or 
AGS certification, and make 
sure you get an appraisal with 
your purchase. Also, make sure 
to check return policies and, if 
shopping online, secure trans- 
action procedures. 

- Have fun and know when 
it’s right: Everyone — affluent 
or not — is looking for value. 
Through education, guidance 
and verification, buying an 
engagement ring can be a 
stress-free and fun experience. 
Go with your gut and you will 
know when you've found the 
right one.

Do I want a dress with sleeves? Is white, 
ivory or a different color most flattering on 
me? Should my train be long or short? These 
are just a few of the many questions that a 
prospective bride must consider when select- 
ing the ultimate symbol of her wedding, the 
bridal gown. However, picking a gown does 
not have to be stressful. 

One of the first steps in the search for a 
wedding gown is determining which bridal 
shop is the right one.
